GET A FRIEND OR MAKE IT THREE, TO JOIN T.E.C. IN 1973 
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ROILING ELONGATES CAN BE FTJN by Jerry Rathbura TEC #484 

Alexandria, Ohio 

I roll elongated pennies and can't recommend it as a way to 
make a living. However,if you are lucky, you may break even money- 
wise. As a hobby, I highly recommend rolling elongateds as you can 
meet many fine people. I started out with elongated coins in March 
of 1970. At that time we had a carnival spin-painting concession, 
and were cutting out coins and making them into coin jewelry. We 
built us a trailer which we could take to fairs and carnivals, which 
opened on three sides and could be locked up completely in about 
five minutes. In that trailer we mounted a little vise to cut jew¬ 
elry with, and in the rear we mounted our penny press. We sell elon¬ 
gated penny necklaces, earrings, tie-tacks, key chains and plain 
elongated coins. We bought our machine from Bob Luchtman and also 
had two dies engraved by him. The Lords Prayer and G.B. radio. On 
the G.B. Radio elongated coin, we left a space so we could engrave, 
the operators call letters. 

We get a lot of comments on the elongated coins and cut-out 
coin jewelry. A few wise guys say they can make them at home by 
letting a train run over a penny. Some also keep telling us that 
this is illegal and walk away. We have found it don't pay to argue 
with them, as when we prove them wrong, they won't buy them anyhow. 
We do have a sign posted stating Section 331, but it makes no dif¬ 
ference. 

For the first year, we sold only a few elongated coin jewelry, 
but the cut out coin jewelry outsold it by a wide margin. For the 
1970 Ohio State Fair, we had Bob maJce us an engraving, showing a 
ferris wheel and other fair scenery with the wording "Expo 70, Ohio 
State Fair" on it. We sold these at the Ohio State Fair in 1970. We 
did real well for the twelve day run. We still sell a few of these 
every time we go out. This year, we had Bob make three more engrav¬ 
ings for us. One was the Heisey Glassworks, one of my 1931 Model "A" 
Ford coupe, and one Ohio, 17th state with some facts on Ohio along 
with the wording,'John J. Gilligan, Governor'. 

I sent our Governor, John J. Gilligan the first penny I rolled 
off on this die and received a real nice letter back from him. The 
Heisey Glassworks elongated coin we introduced at the Licking County 
Land of Legend Festival in June at Newark, Ohio. Newark, Ohio is the 
home of the Heisey glassworks and there is a lot of interest in the 
Heisey ware in this area. We sold quite a few elongated Heisey pen¬ 
nies that week. The following week we introduced the Ohio 17th state 
and the Model A Ford elongated coin at another fair. We are trying 
to add a couple of different elongated coins each year. We sell 80# 
of our different elongated coins at fairs and carnivals and the 
other 20# by mail to collectors. When we come out with a new issue, 
we run a little classified ad in Coin World and Numismatic News for 
a couple of weeks. The penny press, mounted in the trailer, when we 
are running elongated coins thru it, causes people to stop and look. 

In October of last year I tried my hand at hand engraving a die. 
We bought a 'Giant Pillow' amusement ride to add to our carnival 
equipment and was in need of a reusable ticket to sell for the ad¬ 
mission Others use a paper ticket, but I thought we wanted some¬ 
thing different. I engraved a picture of the pillow and the wording 
"Giant Pillow, one ride, 1972" on it. I made several trial pieces 
as the engraving progressed to check my work. We haven't operated 
the Giant Pillow as yet, as our season doesn't start until May, so I

don't know how the tickets will work out. I haven't advertised these 
yet, but they are available at 500 each. 

I now have a machine shop making me a new roll so I can try and 
engrave by hand a couple more elongatede in the spring. 

We operate mainly between May thru November at the various fairs 
and carnivals in Ohio. In addition to the cut-out coin and elongated 
jewelry trailer we have a spin painting concession trailer, two 
Remington-Rand Handwriting analysis concessions, a chocolate covered 
frozen banana trailer, the Giant Pillow amusement ride and a rubber 
stamp and engraving business. 

Any elongated coin can be ordered from me by mail, Jerry Rathbum, 
22 West Main Street, Alexandria, Ohio 43001. For 500 each rolled on 
Lincoln Pennies and 750 each on Mercury dimes or Indian cents.

DESTROY DIES? WHY? by Ralph W. Jobe TEC #2 

Chicago, Ill. 

First I would like to say that dies cost money and some of my 
first blanks were quite costly. I have paid more than $150.00 for 
one engraving. You say destroy a die. I intend to destroy some of 
my first dies, I had no part in the engraving. I did in the art 
work. I have destroyed many dies, if you call adding more engraving 
to a die after you roll a few pieces. I have one progressive die 
with 17 different engravings, rolling 50 pieces then adding to the 
die, rolling 100 pieces then adding to the die, etc. I've had a die 
crack, after heat treating, on the first cent rolled. I was lucky 
enough to roll a few pieces before I sent the die for hardening. 

How do you destroy a die in the first place? Do you stamp an X 
on the face and roll another 100 or 200 pieces, stamp another X and 
roll another 100 or 200 pieces. Where does this kind of destroying 
take us. My opinion is, when you destroy a die, you either add more 
to the die or you melt it.

Wow, the blood pressure shoots up. The excitement. Is it or 
isn't it? Out comes Dow's book, "The Elongated Collector.” The 
pages are turning - can it be? 

To the serious collectors of elongates, finding an unlisted, an 
oldy, is the ultimate. It's like Santa Claus making a special visit 
in the summertime. It's like finding a $100.00 bill in an old suit. 

Now the examination begins seriously. Sure enough in Dow's book 
this elongate has twenty-nine dots forming the border. The new find 
has only twenty-five! Now it's for sure that the common looking 
elongate is an unlisted. The collector will send a rubbing to Bob 
Callander. He will verify it and it will be published in T.E.C. a- 
long with others unlisted. The found elongate may be a scene, with 
nothing else like it in Dow's book. Then for sure one knows that 
this is an elongate possibly no-one else posseses. 

In the newspaper field the definition for news is that if a dog 
bites a man that is not news. However, if the man bites the dog that 
is News! So I am going to tell you about a 1934 Chicago World's 
Pair elongate that is unlisted and to my knowledge nobody right now 
has it, not even I. Although I must have had it in the palm of ray 
hand many times, yet I own not a single one. 

The fact is that I wouldn't have recalled this elongate had it 
not been for my 1934 diary. This rare elongate - The Doodlebug - 
was named for a ride like you'd find in Coney Island or Atlantic 
City. In my diary I noted the daily sales of each elongate and who 
ran the machines. I was supervisor for the rolling machines and 
would also take over during lunch hours and coffee breaks. 

So two years ago, as I'm leaving my dentists office in Skokie, 
Ill., guess who is next? There standing before me is Maurice Lerman, 
one of the men who ran the Doodlebug roll-out machine at the Chicago 
World's Pair and now a furniture retailer in Arlington Heights, Ill. 

"Maury,” I greeted him, "how are you?" Do you have any roll¬ 
outs from the Century of Progress? His answer was a plain "no". 

In a letter from Bob Callander a few years ago, he writes: 
"which rolled coin from the Fair was the Doodlebug?" "I haven't been 
able to figure it out." Brownie Gill wrote me, "Could you please 
obtain a Doodlebug for me? Please." 

Very few were run on the Doodlebug die. This stand did not go 
over and even with a super salesman, as was Maurice Lerman, the 
stand did not last long. Perhaps Kelly and Elmer, who ran the offi¬ 
cial roll out machines in 1933 and 1934 made a blunder. They pick¬ 
ed a bad subject with the Doodlebug. 

So, I can tell you about the one that got away. Let's see who 
will be the first to report the find. So, get on your marks, get 
set, go!

HAND - ENGRAVED OR OTHERWISE by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33 

Camby, Indiana 

This is being written as a follow up to my article "Hand Elong¬ 
ated" which appeared in the last issue of TEC NEWS. 

First I want to apologize to the general collector and especial¬ 
ly the new collector, because that article would probably have a 
tendency to cause a new collector to think that all my elongated 
coins issued, have been hand engraved. This of course would be a 
false impression as probably three fourths of my issues have been 
pant-o-graphed. 

Secondly I want publicly apologize to the third person men¬ 
tioned in that article for my statement that another roller claimed 
hand-engravings, but close magnification showed tool marks from the 
pant-o-graph. I must stick to the statement about tool marks on many 
issues, but must add that I have checked other issues of this roller 
and found several that have every indication of being strictly hand 
engraved. 

There-fore it would appear that all three rollers mentioned in 
that article are in the same boat, as we have all three rolled a con¬ 
siderable amount of elongated coins from dies produced by the differ¬ 
ent methods. 

That article was written primarily to focus attention on the old 
masterpieces of engravings from forty or fifty years ago and was not 
meant to de-grade any of the modem methods of engraving. In fact in 
most cases the pant-o-graph and chemical milled pieces being made to¬ 
day, have more beauty than todays hand-engravings. It was the old 
masters hand-engravings I was defending. Most all modem hand-en¬ 
gravings are quite crude when compared to those of other methods.

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COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION ELONGATEDS by Maurice M. Gould TEC #15 

Tustin, California 

One of the most popular in the elongated field is the 
one relating to the Columbian Exposition. The regular de¬ 
nominations of coins are well-known and documented, but 
there is still an opportunity to discover many unusual 
items. 

For example- Nathan N. Eglit of Chicago, in his book, 
r, Columbiana, " lists the following: Elongated Indian Heads, 
Copper Nickel Cents, various dates; flying eagle cents, 
two cent pieces, three cent nickel, shield nickel,liberty 
head nickel, liberty seated dime, Barber type dime, liberty seated 
quarter, Barber type half dollar, and U.S. trade dollar. 

In the foreign field, he lists; Canadian one cent, as well as 
five cent silver; British half penny and penny; and German 3-mark 
silver. These are all rolled or elongated pieces. 

It is in this latter area that I expect many new finds will be 
made as I personally own a Papal coin of the 1860's, an Italian one 
lira piece of 1863, and a French five centimes of 1875, all of which 
have been elongated. 

There is no question but that many pieces that visitors brought 
from all parts of the world, were rolled and then taken back with 
them as a souvenir of their visit. Some of these pieces may be 
"Unique" or "semi-unique" and were made at the spur of the moment, 
for a small fee. 

One of my pieces was discovered in an old button box, in an 
antique shop and the other two, among non-collecting friends who had 
them among their memorabilia. 

Also included in this group was my so-called "King of Elonga- 
teds", which I wrote about in another issue, an 1883 Hawaiian half 
dollar. 

A through search in out of the way places, with a little bit of 
luck, may turn up a rarity and could be the prize item in your col¬ 
lection. 

Those of you who have pieces which are not listed in Dottie 
Dow's book or by Eglit, should see that the cataloguer obtains the 
information for future listing.

TRIALS AND TRIBULATIONS OP A WOULD BE ROLLER by Lee Martin TEC #129 

Santa Ana, Calif. 

In the last newsletter I indicated I had purchased the dies and 
machine of Warren Bunge. As of this date I have not created any new 
elongateds, but I am experimenting with several types of die making 
processes. 

Thus far, using photo etch chemicals I have pitted several dies, 
almost asphxiated myself and use ultra violet light so much that my 
dark room has become the headquarters for a gang of hippies. If I 
add a flashing speed light they will feel right at home. Apparently 
there are two solutions open to me. (No pun intended.) The non-de¬ 
veloping solutions are to buy a pantograph or have dies made by some 
one else. Until I can produce real quality material I will not have 
any dies on the marketplace; however, the best of intentions some¬ 
times trip over themselves. 

Some of Bunge's dies received orders from clubs and I tried to 
roll denominational sets. My respect for other rollers grew immedi¬ 
ately. Rolling half dollars is not the easiest thing in the world. 
Not only are you losing 50 cents every time a coin is not fed prop¬ 
erly between the dies, but you are forced to look in the mirror and 
decide if the coin can "get by." I had to roll 24 denominations sets 
for the Numismatic Council of Orange County. I purchased 40 coins of 
each denomination and had no trouble rolling cents, nickels and 
dimes. The quarter took some time to adjust the pressure on the 
dies and I managed to get my 24 but I used all 40 coins. Then came 
halves. At least five were used in merely getting proper adjustment 
so the coin would be the correct length. Then I found some letters 
were missing. Later I was told this was caused by forcing the halves 
through rather than letting the coin be pulled through. Also im¬ 
proper pressure on the dies will certainly affect the elongated. 

I use a plastic toothbrush to push my coins and quickly found 
the plastic was bending like a hammock. I switched to a wooden pen¬ 
cil and got it jammed by the gears. Rather than taking chances on 
demolishing my machine, myself and any reputation, I hope to build 
in the future I decided to quit with only 20 sets completed. (My 40 
halves were gone and that helped form the decision.) To put it mild¬ 
ly, it takes little practice to master an electric elongated machine. 
How many half dollars can anyone afford to practice with. I did 
have one happy situation in which I rolled 117 half dollar size al¬ 
uminum tokens with a picture of Nixon. They were given to members 
of the Numismatic Literary Guild with a letter I send. 

I have found rolling aluminum is easy and fun and I didn't waste 
a single one. Of course, the aluminum didn't cost me anything. Now 
if Uncle Sam would just decide to make aluminum half dollars I will 
have it made.

HOW I GOT STARTED COLLECTING ELONGATES-by Charles Price Jr, TEC #304

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MY TRIP TO SAN PRANGISCO by John Mangels TEC #224

Well this year has started out real good for me. I was lucky 
in my job and for business reasons, I was sent to San Francisco. I 
left New York on Jan. 2nd and returned Jan. 5th. This is the first 
chance I had to go back to Frisco since serving in the Navy in 1950. 

While I was there I visited three local coin dealers, to see if 
any of them had any elongated coins. One dealer had a 1915 Pan- 
Pacific, but his asking price was a little to high for me, so I 
decided not to get it. The other two dealers didn't have anything 
in elongated coins. 

I decided to do some sightseeing and in my travels I came upon 
a store on Geary Street. This store had just about everything in 
the window, knives, buttons, coins, German medals, old newspapers 
etc. As I entered the store it was like going into a museum. The 
owner came over and asked if he could be of some help to me. I told 
him, that I was interested in elongated coins and was wondering if 
he had any. To my surprise he knew what I was talking about and be¬ 
gan looking around for some, without any luck. He said, he knew he 
had some, but would just have to look around and it would take time. 
So I told him to look around and I would be back in about four hours. 

As you can guess, the time passed very slowly. When the four 
hours were up. I went back to the store. To my surprise the man had 
found a few. He first showed me an old looking picture frame con¬ 
taining elongated coins, of the 1939-40 New York Worlds Fair. There 
must have been about 15 of them, but they were on blanks and not on 
pennies. He told me, he believed that the roller of the elongated 
coins, used these as a display at the fair, to show the people what 
he had for sale. His asking price was 080 and with limited funds 
with me, it was a little to high for me. Then he brought out an¬ 
other 10 pieces. Nine were from the 1939-40 Worlds Fair and one was 
from the 1939-40 Golden Gate Int. Expo. We agreed on the price and 
I bought them all. 

I'm happy to say in the lot were a, 1940 Golden Gate Int. Expo., 
showing both the Golden Gate and the Oakland Bay Bridge with skyline 
of Frisco. The others were from 1939-40 N.Y. Worlds Fair, Greetings 
from Charlie McCarthy, Parachute Drop, Greetings to all Boy Scouts, 
Merry England, The Jitterbugs, Greetings to Legionaires, Firestone 
Building, Childrens World and a 1940 Trylon and Perisphere. I have 
quite a few dated 1939, but this is the first one dated 1940 that I 
have. 

I was also able to buy three souvenir books from him. One was 
of the Century of Progress Worlds Fair Chicago 1933, N.Y. Worlds 
Fair 1940 edition and a 1965 official Guide of N.Y. Worlds Fair.

MID-WINTER EXPOSITION by Marie Trinny TEC #37 

Yountville, Calif. 

While serving as National Commissioner-at-large to the Colum¬ 
bian Exposition in 1893, M. H. De Young, owner and publisher of the 
Chronicle, conceived the idea of a California Mid-Winter Exposition. 
He developed enthusiasm for the idea of a museum for San Francisco, 
and he telegraphed his personal subscription of $5,000, to this 
effort. Other contributors followed and ground was broken for this 
Exposition on August 24, 1893. On January 24, 1894, it opened. It 
continued until July 4, and was so successful in the interm that the 
directors had on hand a cash balance of $75,000 and improvements 
appraised at $194,051.49. 

For months afterward the Fair gates remained in position, and 
the public was admitted at a small charge. The Park Commission be¬ 
came impatient and urged quick return of the 200-acre Fair area to 
the Park. When wrecking crews began their work, it was decided to 
let the Fine Arts Building remain. This "Egyptian Temple" as some 
called it and the Bavarian Building were purchased, by the Exposi¬ 
tion's executive committee. With the purchase went the two great 
bronzes now in front of the Museum, the cider press, the Dore vase 
and the ecclesiastical, oriental and ceramic collections, which had 
been on display during the Fair. 

When the buildings had been repaired and rebuilt for permanent 
use, the keys were turned over to the Park Commissioners by M.H. 
De Young on March 23, 1895. Thus, in two San Francisco depression 
periods, highly important cultural progress was made in San Francis¬ 
co in the 1860's, when the Golden Gate Park itself was initiated and 
the 1893-1894 period, when the De Young Museum was established. By 
1896 and 1897, two annexes had been added. In 1916 Mr. DeYoung pro¬ 
posed a new and greater museum and had plans for it drawn up. The 
cornerstone was laid April 15, 1917. 

The original Museum buildings, left over from the Mid-Winter 
Fair of 1894, were tom down in 1926. 

This article is about one of the unlisted elongateds I have in 
my collection from the Mid Winter Exposition. It is one of four un- 
listeds which I have. 
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ROLL YOUR OWN ? by Jack Stuckart TEC #504 

Pittston, Pa. 

Other people can roll coins, so why can’t we? It seems to be a 
very simple process so why not give it a try? All that we need is a 
rolling mill, or a press and a supply of coins. So simple, isn’t it? 

To start with, we have access to a supply of BU coins of several 
denominations, so they should present no problem. Of course, we 
could use circulated coins, but the reverse of the rolled coin would 
not "come up" nearly as well as with those which have never been 
used. So we decide to use UNC coins for the project. 

How about dies or impressions in rolls? We're in good position 
here, too. We have a steel supplier who can give us any kind of bar 
stock we need, and we know where we can have the dies hardened to 
our satisfaction and specifications. Perhaps we will crack a die or 
two in the initial stages, and perhaps we will have a few of them 
wear out prematurely, but eventually, we will be able to determine 
the proper hardness of the dies for rolling coins. We know a good 
engraver who will be able to work the designs into the dies for us, 
and he'll be able to tell us what type of sketch or drawing he needs 
to work with. 

At this stage, we're beginning to pick up a little confidence. 
Having in the past designed and constructed several pieces of ma¬ 
chinery, we can't forsee any major problems in a small roll press. 
We're now off and running! 

To build a suitable press, we first have to know how much pres¬ 
sure is required to roll the largest and hardest coin produced in 
the U.S.A. In this case, it's the circulating Eisenhower dollar. We 
consult our "Handy Dandy" Engineer's Handbook and come up with a 
tonnage figure. Since the largest piece we intend to roll is "crown 
size", we know how long our shafts which hold the dies must be. Now 
we determine from the tonnage figure we've come up with how large in 
diameter those shafts must be to stand the pressure without bending. 
The little press isn't going to be so LITTLE, after all. 

Prom here we go into different type bearings, spur gears, sprock¬ 
ets, etc. always bearing in mind the expected pressure and the di¬ 
mension requirements. We finally determine what type of bearing will 
do the best job along with the gears which we have selected. Next, 
we need a frame to mount the bearings, rolls, gears, etc. in. Then 
we figure out the metal needed and the dimensions of ways, gibs,bed¬ 
plate, uprights, jack screws and so forth. 

So far, so good, but how about a drive for the monster which we 
are developing? Again, we consult our Engineer's Handbook to deter¬ 
mine what kind of drive we need at a given speed. With this data, 
we determine gear ratios and incorporate those figures in a gear- 
motor and sprockets. Of course we have to figure the sizes of 
sprockets, chains etc. and the horsepower of the motor which is to 
drive the press. 

At this stage, we figure that we're ready to put it all on the 
drawing board -and to draw up our "Bill of Materials," but are we? 
There's still that matter of an automatic feed for the coins, which 
are to be rolled! Since coins vary in size, we have to make the 
feed ajustable. Too, the feed can allow only one coin at a time to 
enter the rolls and this involves much figuring of linkages, 
synchronization, feed tube sizes, chute dimensions, and all the 
pertinent information which goes with the tie-in of the feed mech¬ 
anism to the press.

We finally come up with something which we HOPE will work, hut 
having built prototypes before, we’re a bit skeptical. It looks good 
on the drawing board, - BUT. 

The ’’Bill of Materials” becomes a list of parts needed to con¬ 
struct our little nightmare. From the list we develop the cost of 
construction. Piece by piece the dollars add up! Our final figure 
in dollars and cents leaves us bug-eyed! Does a little press such 
as this roll press cost THAT many dollars for PARTS only? 

Where is it that we were told we could buy a totally assembled 
press for $1,000.00? And, too, why is it that we thought that 500 
was a rather high price for just one rolled cent? 

We did learn one thing from our mechanical explorations into 
the elongated coin field. The elongated coin roller who supplies 
the hobby has a terrific investment in press and dies to recover and 
must roll several thousand cents at 500 each, before he can begin to 
break even. With the cost of the dies alone to be considered, the 
roller must have a good market for his elongated coins, if he is to 
operate at a profit. 

So, if you have a special design you'd like to have rolled into 
a coin, contact one of the people who have rolling mills. It's much 
less expensive to contract the job than it is to try to build your 
own press.

GET A FRIEND OR MAKE IT THREE, TO JOIN T.E.C. IN 1973 
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by Dottie Dow TEC #1 
Phoenix, Arizona 

A lot of the fun of collecting elongateds comes of knowing the 
story behind how they came to being made. 

Take the Emily Dickinson Elongated that was released on August 
28, 1971, the first day of issue of the American Poet stamp. 

Emily Dickinson lived from 1830 till 1886. Before the stamp 
came out, there were a lot of people that didn't realize she ever 
existed. Her name was not as prominent as other poets like "Robert 
Bums, Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, Edgar Allen Poe, William Steven¬ 
son, William Shakespeare, etc." 

When I heard the stamp was coming out, I realized I'd have to 
get down to the library to see what poems she had written and if 
there happened to be a short one suitable for an elongated. Nearly 
all the books of poetry I had collected for forty years, had been 
lost when my house was flooded on June 22nd, 1971. 

Before I had a chance to get to the Library, one of the girls 
where I work, gave me a book of Emily Dickinsons poems for my birth¬ 
day (July 21st). She had no idea of the stamp or that I needed this 
book of poems badly for research. E.S.P.? It would be hard to be¬ 
lieve, at a time like this, that there wasn't such a thing. 

I was surprised to find the book of Dickinson poems was 231 
pages long, and a little ashamed of myself for not having read more 
than a couple of her poems in my whole life before. 

It took me several days to read the entire book and do it jus¬ 
tice and then to whittle the choice down to three, so I could get 
other opinions on them. The poem finally selected was: 

LOVE IS ANTERIOR TO LIFE, 

POSTERIOR TO DEATH, 

INITIAL OF CREATION, AND 
THE EXPONENT OF BREATH. Emily Dickinson 

The interesting thing that I then did for art work, was an ex¬ 
periment. I typed the poem several times, then got the lettering 
just the way I wanted it, and I sent this copy, typed with a carbon 
ribbon on an IBM selectric typewriter, to "Ensco Mfg." and they then 
"etched" the poem onto one of my hardened dies. So what did I for¬ 
get to do after all this reading and experimentation? You are right, 

I forgot to put the "DD" on the art work so no one knows who made it. 
That wasn't all, the engraver put such messy grippers on the first 
die, he had to etch a whole new die without the ugly grippers and 
that one didn't have the "DD" either, nor did the third die. You see 
the engraver ruined another die inbetween. Any wonder why I went to 
a different place and engraved dies, instead of etched in 1972.
